Norway Spruce and White Pine 
were harmed the most. 
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Over 7,000 reports of tree damage or death led to the Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) ordering DuPont to stop selling EVIPRELIS in 2011. And now, according to 
Cynthia Giles, Assistant Administrator for the EPA's Enforcement and Compliance, 
DuPont must pay a $1.85 million penalty to resolve its failure to submit reports on the 
potential adverse effects of their herbicides.

DuPont has also agreed to pay a $1,275 million fine plus an additional $2.3 million more to 
settle claims by USA officials because of failure to prevent toxic release of hazardous 
substances in WEST VIRGINIA.
